NORTHLAND HOUSE AS 
HOSPITAL. 


RATEPAYERS AND 'TYRONE 
BOARD. 


The question of acquiring Northland House, 
the residence of the Earl of Ranfurly, by Dun- 
gannon Board of Guardians for a district 
hospital, is exciting much comment, and a 
further meeting of protest was held yester- 
day morning in Dungannon, representatives 
being present from districts as far apart as 
Caledon and Lough Neagh. 

When our representative attended the fort- 
nightly meeting of the Guardians he 
found the door leading to the boardroom 
locked. On making inquiries he was informed 
by the workhouse porter that no person was 
te be admitted unless with the permission 
of the chairman. He, however, agreed to let 
our representative through. 

It transpired that a deputation relative to 
the new hospital had intimated their inten- 
tion of putting their views before the Board. 

RATEPAYERS’ PROTEST. 

The Clerk read a letter from Mr. John 
Skeffington, solicitor, Secretary of the Dun- 
gannohn and District Ratepayers’ Association, 
stating that at a meeting of the body held on 
August 18 a deputation was appointed to 
wait upon the Board to place before the 
members the views of the ratepayers in re- 
ference to the proposed new hospital. 

A letter was also read from the Caledon 

and Minterburn Ratepayers’ Association stat- 
ing that at a special meeting on August 22 
a resolution was adopted viewing with alarm 
the proposal of the Guardians to purchase 
Ranfurly House for a hospital at a cost cf 
£17,000. — . 
They stated that a large majority of the rate- 
payers, particularly the farming community, 
were on the verge of bankruptcy owing te 
the depression of agriculture and the already 
excessive rates. “The present workhouse 
hospital was quite adequate for the district, 
and, with the motor ambulances. patients 
could be conveyed to any hospital in Belfast 
in a very short timé, and thereby procure the 
best medical treatment. 

They called upon the Board to immediately 
abandon the scheme. They would not allow 
on any conditions another excessive and un- 
necessary burden to be placed on their 
shoulders, such as already had been done in 
the case of the Coalisland water and sewerage 
scheme, as well as the Clogher Valley Rail- 
vay. 

Colonel Howard, J.P., asked what was the 
scheme referred to in the letters. He had not 


heard of it. 
A SCENE. 

Mr. P. Haganh—You have appointed an 
architect to prepare plans and specifications 
of Northland House and rush us into a lot 
of money. 

Colonel Howard said that Dungannon rate- 
payers, at their meeting, had used intimida- 
tion when they ordered Guardians voting for 
the scheme to resign. He moved that the 
deputation be asked to withdraw that threat 
before being admitted. 

Mr. McMinn seconded the motion, and 
there was no opposition. 

The Clerk went downstairs to get the 
undertaking from the deputation, but this was 
not forthcoming and the Chairman proceeded 
with the next business. 

A scene followed, several members urging 
that the deputation be heard, and the Clerk 
said that any member could give notice to 
rescind the motion. 

As the deputation left the workhouse 
grounds they cheered loudly, and Mr. Givans 
remarked: ‘That igs no _ surrender.” 
‘Laughter. ) 

The deputation afterwards held a private 
meeting in the Ranfurly Arms Hotel.

ths Great Soutnern Railways, writes :— 

Applications continue to be received from 
traders and hers for reductions in the 
rates charged for the conveyance: of 
merchandise and _ perishables, but, . whilst 
every effort is made to provide facilities 
for the development of trade and commerce, 
the power of the company to increasé the 
assistance afforded in that connection neces- 
sari, is limited by the excessive cost «f 
operating the railway. 

It is not, perhaps; fully appreciated that 
the position of a railway company ii regard 
to rates and fares is ide in principle 
with that of any manufacturer When fixing 


n.arketed. In both instances the charge to 
the public must be based closely on the cost 
of production: 
app' .s alike to a service, such as transporta- 
tion, and to manufactured articles, or to 
agricultural produce. é 

It is often suggested by railway critics 
that the falling-off of traftic is rttributable 
to high rates, and that the effect of a re- 
duction would to increase the ‘volume of 
business to such an extent as t» prevent 
loss to the company. This argument, when 
applied to a highly industrialised country, 
dependent for prosperity upon cheap raw 
rhaterials, may have great weight, but in 
Ireland, where ~ailway-borne traffic consists 
mainly of articles needed by, and of the 
products of, an agrictitural community, 4 
material reduction of tailway charges can 
have but little immediéte effect in increasing 
carryings, and would: ‘seriously «curtail the 
company’s gross revenue, . timately the 
loss might be made good, or even converted 
into a profit, but in the interval the company 
would be unable to carry on, 

It follows that an immediate reduction of 
railway fares and rates is practicable, under 
commercial condition’, only if: the. cost of 
conveyance can be lessened materiall . 

The présent high cost of railway operation 
arises mainly undér the following heads :— 

(1) Increased expenditure for labour and 

materials. | a 
(2) The reduced volume of traffic passing. 
(3) TE; uheconomic methods obtaining of 
handling goods traffic, 
LABOUR AND MATERIALS. 

Some progress towards a return to normal 
conditions in respett of the cost of labour 
and of materials has been “made, although 
the percentage additions to the pfe-war 
standards are still approximatély 205 per cent. 
and 75 per cent., respectively. This portion 
of the problem is one in which traders cannot 
directly assist in re-establishing normality. 

REDUCED VOLUME OF BUSINESS. — 

The’ extent of the company’s carryings Is 
influenced largely by two circumstances: the 
condition of depression and uncertainty which 
still, unfortunately, prevails throughout the 
country,-and the diversion of traffic to the 
roads. r 

Road transport has some ‘actual and some 
apparent advantages from the point of view 
.f the trader and of the consunier, , 
facility for diréet conveyance from door to 
door comes under the first category, Gheap- 
ness under the second. When nparing 
freight costs, it is forgotten that the entire 
cost of maintaining the permanent way of 
a railway falls upon the owners, and is 
contained in the freight charges, whereas the 
pernanent way used by motor lorries—the 
roads—is kept u largely. at the 
traders and consumer themselves. Every ‘ton 
of goods diverted from rail to road adds to 
the ratepayers’ liability, whilst at the same 
time rendering a revision of railway freights 
and the maintenance cf railway efficiency 
more difficult. 

It is suggested, therefore, that, in their 
own interest, traders would be well advised 
to hesitate before becoming parties to a 
diversion of traffic from the railways. 

HANDLING OF GOODS TRAFFIC. 

A large part of the cost of conveying 
goods by rail consists of the invoicing, 
checking, and handling of the consignment, 
and the use of the wagon, in which it is 
loaded. One consignment of ten tons can 
be carried a given distance at a substantially 
léss cost to the company than the same

BELFAST BOY SAVED BY 
CONSTABLE, 


An exciting rescue from drowning was wit- 
nessed at the second locks on the Lagan, near 
Belfast, on Sunday evening. when a lad 
named John Henry, living at Bentham street 
Sandy row), had a narrow escape from 


death. 

His rescuer, Sergeant W. H. Moffatt. 
Rk. .C.. Inspector of Weights and Measures. 
Musgrave street Barracks, Belfast. after 
giving the boy first-aid treatment and restor- 
ing him to consciousness, disappeared with- 
out making known his identity, which, how- 
ever. was accidentally discovered later. 

it seems that young Henry was playing 
around the locks when he accidentally fell 
into the chamber of the lock. a particularly 
dangerous place even for a swimmer. His 
cries bre aght numbers of people to the apot 
among them being the sergeant, who. getting 
on to the lock gates, tried to reach the boy 
with a walking stick. The rescuer had but 
the slightest hold of the gates, and when the 
boy pulled at the stick he precipitated Ser- 
geant Moffatt into the water beside him. 

Sergeant Moffatt calmed the lad. and kept 
his head above water until the lock gates were 
opened, when he swam out into the river 
with the now exhausted and unconscious boy. 
Arrived on the bank, Sergeant Moffatt ap- 
plied artificial respiration, and brought the 
boy round, after which he carried him to 
the lock-keeper’s house, where the clothing of 
both rescuer and rescued was dried.

WORK OF THE MENDICITY 
INSTITUTION. 


The annual meeting of the Mendicity 
Institution was held yesterday at 9 Usher's 
Island, Dublin. Mr. “gi! ee Fo LL.B., 
résided in the absence of Mr. William Field. 
Phe report for the year, 1926, was read and 
showed that the numbers applying for assist- 
ance had increased greatly since the previous 
year. The number of meals provided daily 
was 88,760, an increase of 7,523 over the 
previous year. 3511 persons who had applied 
for assistance and advice had been sent to 
their homes or places of employment, an 
increase of 183 such cases during the previous 
year. This branch of the activities of the 
institution is a most important one. A 
thousand persons, both young and old, came 
to the last Christmas dinner provided for 
the poor. 

The auditors report stated that there was 
a balance tu credit of £1,218 19s. 7d. 

UNEMPLOYMENT. 

Mr. William Boydell moved the adoption 
of the report. In looking back over the year’s 
work, he said—I have been struck by the 
fact that politicians, bankers and other men 


events, keep insisting that the corner has 
been turned in this country, that unemploy- 
ment is gradually decreasing. But we who 
sit here, week by week, watching the num- 
bers asking for assistance gradually creeping 
up to the formidable figure,at which it now 
stands, find it very hard to see any sub- 
stantial ground for their statements.

BETTER FACILITIES NEEDED. 


Senator J. P. Gpodbody, speaking as 
managing director of Messrs. Bannatyne and 
Sons, said that no ra ure or effort was 
ever made to induce Mr. Ryan to support 
the dock extension project either by himself 
or by any of his co-directors.

Having alluded to the difficulty and expénse 
in handling their cargoes and to vessels hav- 
ing to be lightened at anchorage down the 
river, Senator Goodbody said that the depth 
of water at Limerick dock averaged nineteen 
and twenty feet, while there was a depth af 
twenty-five to twenty-six feet at Cork, and 
the port authority there was considering the 
question of giving better facilities for large 
grain vessels. Watérford and Dublin port 
authorities were also taking up that matter, 
and in his opinion Limerick port had reached 
the limit at which grain could be imported 
economically. Unless further facilities were 
given in the way of providing more water 
at the dock site, Limerick could not expand, 
and hig firm would have to take in another 
port where they had already acquired very 
considerable interests. ~

ASTRONOMICAL NOTES 
FOR SEPTEMBER. 


THE WET SUMMER. 


From Our ASTRONOMICAL CORRESPONDENT. 
Tug PLANETS :— 

Mercury is in Superior Conjunction on the 
2nd, and will not -w observable during the 
mcnth, setting within a short time of sun- 
set. Venus also is very near the Sun this 
month. She is in Inferior Conjunction. on 
the 10th. Towards: the end of the month 
she rises more than an hour before the Sun, 
and may be seen due East shortly before 
sunrise. She passes 8° South of the Sun at 
this Conjunction, and 1s, therefore, never out 
of shows, of the telescope: An equatofially- 
mounted instrument will find her easily when 
only a few degrees from the Sun, and 
the fine crescent which she then presents 
is. an object ot considerable intérest. The 
points of the crescent at such a time usually 
embrace . considerably. more than the: ha 
circle: a phenomenon due to the refracting 
power of the planet’s atmosphere.

Tae Stars :— 

On the 24th, at 1.3 a.m., is the Autumn 
tees when the Sun enters the Sign of 
Libra, and is at the same mome..t on the 
Equat>r, going South. At midnight, there- 
fore, the First Point of Aries, the position 
of the Sun at the Spring Equinox, is due 
South. This point is very well marked, as 
it coincides very closely with the Eastern 
side of the Great Square of Pegasus, whose 
two stars, Alpha Andromedae and Gamma 
Pegasi, are situated nearly on the meridian 
of the zero of Right Ascension. The date 
of the egúinox is at its maximum of lateness 
this year, because next year will be Leap 
Year, when the correction is applied and the 
equinox moved back to its true date. 

At midnight cf the Ist, 11 p.m, of the 
15th, 10 p.m. of the 30th, ‘Pegasus is astride 
of tn: meridian. The Great Square is a 
little East of the due South line. Below it 
are Pisces and Aquarius. On the edge of 
the horizon, due South, glints Fomalhanut, 
the most Southerly first magnitude star 
visible in our latitudes. Cassiopeia is ap- 
toaching the zenith. The bright stars, 

enev, bus and Altair are easily picked 
out by their brilliance and whiteness, em- 
bracing a wide triangle of the Western sky. 
Béotes, Ophiuchus, and Serpens are setting; 
Hercules and Corona approaching the 
horizon. The more Northerly parts of Bootes 
and Hercules never set in these latitudes. 

East of the meridian ere Arie~, Andromeda, 
and Perseus. ees and Gemini are rising ;

“THIS DISASTROUS SUMMER.” 

Though not strictly an astronomical note, 
I have no doubt readers will excuse me if 
I add a few sentences about the weather, 
.which has drawn nearly as many tears from 
editérs during the past month as from the 
clouds. There is no doubt that, over a great 
part of the British area—and that. the part 
which matters the most—Jupiter Pluvius has 
let himself go during August. But what can 
the poor fellow do’? He must discharge his 
accumulated supplies somewhere, and he does 
his best to be impartial. If he always con- 
fined his attentions to the Highlands of 
Scotland, or Wales, or Ireland, Sandy and 
David and Patrick would want to know the 
reason why John was selected for differential 
treatment in the matter of sunshine. And 
the fact is that, while Southern England and 
Ireland have been flooded, Inverness ad 
Cromarty and Sutherland, Caithness and 
Aberdeen have been revelling in a record 
spell of sunshine, and drawing water for their 

ardens. And do we remember August Bank 

Oliday? London drenched and shivering. 
but Southport, Scarborough, Whitby, and all 
the Northern holiday resorts basking in the 
sun, or trying to get cool in the water. 

“Eaten bread is soon forgotten ” is even 
more true of the weather than of other past 
benefits. It is only three months since 
prayets for rain were being offered in many 
‘churches in this country. Last May was so 
dry that serious apprehensions were enter- 
tained for the hay crop, and the drought was 
not really broken till mid-June. Before that 
February,* March and April had all a low 
rainfall. Last year the rainfall was below 
the average every month except January 
and November; and there were 149 rainless 
days in 1926. The record of rainless days in 
the present year so far has been—January 8, 
February 10, March 11, April 9, May 20, 
June 10, July’ 14, August 4. The British 
public insist on staking their holidays in 
‘August, although they know, or ought to 
know, that August is the wettest month in 
their climate.

EXPERTS PROPHESY WARM, 
SUNNY DAYS. 

‘‘ Plenty of sunshine during the next few 

days” is the latest word of the weather 

prophets. 

Dublin enjoyed very warm, summerlike 
weather yesterday. Rain and wind were con- 
spicuous by their absence, and there were 
nearly eleven registered hours of sunshine. 
It was the best day since the first of the 
month, which also was very fine. 

According to the official forecast, to-day 
should duplicate yesterday to a large extent: 
“ Light and indefinite winds; mainly fair; 
fog locally, especially in the early morning; 
warm.” 

Yesterday, for the first time for several 
weeks, nearly the whole of England enjoyed 
a perfect summer day. Over a very wide 
area, including London, the sun shone almost 
ceaselessly for ten hours or more, the best 
record being on the South-east coast, where 
Ramsgate and Deal had eleven and a half 
hours up to 6 p.m. A number of other places 
had only a trifle less. 


WARM WEATHER IN BRITAIN. 


The temperature rose rapidly in the south 
and east, reaching 78 degrees yesterday after- 
noon at Tunbridge Wells, 77 degrees at 
Southend, and 76 degrees at Deal. Taeante 
and Worthing registered 75 degrees, and 
London official readings were 74 degrees at 
Kensington Palace and Croydon and 72 
degrees at Kev. 

The maximum cf 78 degrees at Tunbridge 
Wells was three degrees higher than any re 
corded there since July 10, and the Southend 
figure was also the highest since that date. 
London, however, was rather warmer than 
it was yesterday on one or two days at the 
beginning of August. 

Only a few places in Western Scotland, 
Ireland, and the far North and North-West 
of England had any rain, and nowhere was 
there very much. 

The prospects of a continuance of the fine 
s;.'| are excellent, according to the Press 
Association's weather expert. The vast fine 
weather area covering most of Europe is 
expanding slowly over England, and the 
barometer is vising steadily.

BELFAST DOCTOR AND THE 
IMPORTANCE OF TIME. 


“In the treatment of tuberculosis time 18 
the factor of the greatest importance; for, 1! 
the present system of dealing with tuberculosis 
is to have appreciable beneficial results, it 
is imperative that treatment be commenced 
at the earliest possible time.’ 

This intimation appears in the report for 
the year 1926 issued by Dr. Walker, medica! 
oa aa of the Municipal Sanatorium, 

teabbey. It was prompted by the fact 
that of the 447 patients treated for pulmonary 
disease in the period under review the 
majority of the patients were already upon 
adimission in the third stage of the disease. 

“The available accommodation of 265 beds 
has been almost continuously occupied. In 
addition to the 447 pulmonary cases there 
were five observation and 57 surgical cases, 
the patients including 241 men, 144 women 
and 124 children. The surgical department 
is now oi ty with radiant heat, and ultra- 
violet radiation therapy set, and x. ‘Tay room, 
a pathological laboratory and a dis nsary. 
Plans are under consideration for the pro- 
vision and erection of a modern open-air 
school for the children who are resi t in 
the sanatorium.

Dublin University, the Church of 
Ireland and the whole country are poorer 
to-day by the loss of a brilliant and 
faithful son. The news of the death of 
the Provost of Trinity College is not the 
less sad because it was not unexpected.

The Free State Fisheries. 


The present year’s harvest of -the Irish 
sea fisheries has been far from” satis- 
factory. In part, indeed, the vagaries of 
Nature are responsible ; but the indifferent 
equipment and organisation of. the fisher- 
men is a yet larger factor in the position. 
Even Nature can be brought under 
control. Yesterday the Irish Fishernien’s 
Association, at its meeting at Howth, 
recommended the enforcement of a close 
season for herring in Free State waters 
from March 1st to May 15th every year. 
The effect of a by-law strictly imposing 
such a restriction would. be the arrest of 
the destruction of immature fish which in 
recent years has wrought such havoc. A 
further resolution at yesterday’s meeting, 
recommending support among fishermen 
for the Association, will tend, we hope, 
towards the enlistment of all those Irish- 
men who live, even partially, by the 
fisheries, in the co-operative endeavour to 
put their industry on a business-like and 
scientific basis. Salvation for the fishermen 
lies in voluntary organisation. When State 
management steps in, economy, efficiency 
and the initiative of the worker vanish. 
Where, on the other hand, workers come 
together in the spirit of mutual helpful- 
ness, ready to share responsibility, and 
all anxious:to grow perfect in personal 
eficiency, we behold that true co-opera- 
tion which can claim as a right the finan- 
cial and technica] assistance of the State. 
A little over 1,000 of the fishermen of the 
Free State at present show themselves suffi- 
ciently alert to realise the need for 
organisation. The day soon will come, we 
hope, when every owner of boat and gear 
will be organised, of his own initiative, 
so that it will be possible to offer the 
produce of the Irish waters to the markets 
overseas in bulk, and in such distribution 
as will yield the richest profits. Hope 
deferred that maketh the heart sick dis- 
courages the pioneers of progress. Definite 
steps towards the use of the fishermen’s 
organisation as the instrument of con- 
trolled marketing would send new hope 
into every fishing village in the country. 


Living Links. 


The days of Napoleon seem very remote 
to those who live in our ¢\-ntful-age ; but 
their real proximity is brought back to us 
when we turn over family papers. A man 
handles letters written by his  grand- 
father, and then recalls with surprise that 
when their ink was wet Napoleon still 
rode unconquered through Europe. In a 
letter to The Times the Dean of Win- 
chester tells that his grandfather was born 
in 1750. Thus only two removes from the 
present day bring. one family back to 
Goldsmith’s prime, and to the days when 
the cannonades of Culloden still were 
echoing. An even more remarkable record 
is given by the Rev. M. G. James, of 
Henley-on-Thames. This clergyman’s father 
was born in 1802, his grandfather in 1765, 
his great-grandfather in 1712-1715, and 
his great-great-grandfather in 1655, the 
first English native of Jamaica., In four 
removes we are brought back to the year 
when Jamaica fell to the expedition of 
Penn and Venables. It is curious to 
reflect that men so near to us as our 
proximate ancestors knew nothing of the 
mechanical and scientific wonders which 
are the material fabric of modern life, and 
never read those authors whose works most 
occupy modern minds, as if they lived in 
a different intellectual world. The links 
which we have quoted are unusually long 
ones—-they belong to families of excep- 
tional Jongevity. Yet among the simple 
annals of the Irish poor, if only they were 
written, we doubt not that equally long 
links would be found connecting our own 
generation with the distant past. We can 
but guess how many of those centenarians 
whose deaths are reported frequently in 
the Irish news had grandfathers who were 
alive in the days of Swift and great- 
grandparents who saw the light before the

He waits for a 
tram—and, behold! from behind a giant plane- 
tree comes another seller of flowers.

Along* the ‘most - crowded ' thoroughfare, 
where there is a flower-seller to every few 
yards,’ you’ may. see genial Spaniards ' with 
ten, twenty, or even thirty flags of different 
colours about their person—not only in the 
lapels ‘of their coats, but all over the coats 
themselves in: waistcoats, hats, and even 
shirts and ties. I shall always hope some 
day to meet a philanthropist who has scored 
a century, and has paper flowers affixed to 
his boots. 

The little flower, then, in Spain is any- 
thing but a badge of immunity; it rather 
indicates the extent to which the wearer 
can: be imposed upon. This is peculiarly 
characteristic of Spain. The idea of giving 
as much as one can afford at one time has 
no attraction for people, many of whom 
really prefer to give to a beggar than to a 
hoepital. They give profusely and generously, 
but they give as they are moved at the 
moment: By some strange kink im their 
psychology, the gesture of a pretty girl and | 
a pauper in a revolting state of filth excite 
their generosity in equal measure; and just 
as: they have no compunction in showering 
their pennies upon beggar after beggar as 
they visit the churches of the city in turn 
on the Thursday before Easter, so they 
regard the growing wealth of coloured 
flowers upon their lapels with composure, 
perhaps even. with pride. bás

THE VATICAN LIBRARY 


HELP FROM CARNEGIE 
PEACE FUND. 


No portion of the vast sums which American 
munificence devotes to education can be spent

The great libraries 
of the world ‘are the ‘fountain heads from 
which learning perennially irrigates al] the 
fields of human endeavour, and none has 
spread its life bringing waters in ampler or 
more fruitful abundance than the wonder- 
ful library that lies in the shadow of St. 

Wherever learning is reverenced and 
cherished the grant of funds from the Carnegie 
Trust to the Vatican Library will be 
welcomed and acclaimed as a true service to 
the highest : education. 

The Carnegie: Trustees,’ recognising the im- 
mense advantage of.a scheme so fully in 
harmony with the purposes of the Trust as 
the compilation of a éatalogue, have offered 
to assist in its realisation by different sub: 
sidies, of which, however, the amount is not 
stated. These are placed at the free disposal 
of the Holy See, and the Holy See has wel- 
comet and’ accepted the noble gift. Educa- 
tion has. ever been a favourite object ‘for. 
splendid endowments, and nothing can do 
more for education than large and generous 
contributions to great libraries. The Car- 
negie Trustees are helping to. meet the most 
urgent need of the Vatican, but “its useful- 
ness, like the usefulness of other renowned 
libraries: nearer home, fs hampered in many 
ways by the want of necessary funds. 
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FALLING STEEL PRODUCTION. 


NEW YORK, Monday. 

The Federal Reserve Board’s monthly 
report. says that iron and steel production 
last month was the smallest since 1925. The 
output of motor cars in July and the early 
weeks of August was considerably below 
that of the corresponding period of 1926. 

The production of tyres, non-ferrous metals, 
food products and woollen textiles also de- 
clined. Cotton consumption was smaller 
than in June but unusually large for this 
geason of: the ‘year. The production of 
leather shoes and lumber also increased. 

Factory’ employment and wages showed 
Seasonal decreases, and were smaller than in 
any ‘month since 1924.—(Reuter.)

A rough idea of 
the scheme, details of which have to be 
completed, is to arrange for the conduct 
of large parties at frequent intervals 
throughout the whole of next summer on 
the understanding that those who can 
afford -it shall pay their expenses of the 
trip. So far as possible parties would be 
made up from the units with which they 
served overseas. 


Air Guides. 


Assistance given to the American air- 
men, Brock and Schlee, by the lettering 
on the sands at Seaton, Devonshire, opens 
a new vista of possibilities as an aid to 
the navigation of aircraft. They were 
immensely facilitated by the word 
“Dulwich” at the railway station of 
that name, which helped them on their 
last mile or two to Croydon, which was 
their objective. The name is prominently 
lettered in such a manner as to be seen 
easily from the air, and the question 
arises whether some general scheme of 
“air marking’’ should be undertaken. 
Where it is impracticable to design the 
names in white stones on the ground, it 
is suggested that they could be painted 
on roofs, and the subject is to engage the 
early attention of the Air Ministry. 


New Postal Orders. 


The new British postal orders, printed 
entirely.in red, and of a smaller size than 
those at present in use, are in course 0! 
distribution to post offices throughout the 
country. They will not be in general use 
for some time, but some may be. In cir- 
culation within a few days, as they are to 
be brought into use as soon as the local 
stocks of the old issues are exhausted 
‘The only change. so far as the public 1s 
concerned, is that the new orders will 
have space for only two, instead of three, 
stamps. The reduced size is introduced 
for the convenience of the Post Office ; 
for, not only will it effect an economy in 
cost, but it will result in a saving in the 
space required for storage. 


Below the Belt. 


British boxing authorities express 
surprise that the New York State Boxing 
Commission has decided to lower the belt 
line for foul .blows to the extent of five 
inches. That decision certainly will not 
be followed in this country, where any 
alteration of the belt line is regarded as 
undesirable . It is doubted here whether 
this New York rule will be put into opera- 
tion. It already has aroused so much 
controversy throughout America that its 
rescindment at an early date is not im- 
probable. 


Wool Prices. 


Whether winter clothing is .to cost more 
depends on the course of prices at the 
wool sales which open at Sydney this week. 
All wool-using countries will be repre- 
sented, and a new feature this year will 
be the presence of buyers on behalf of 
the Soviet Government, which is now 
purchasing direct, instead of through 
Bradford agents. There never has been 
so much uncertainty as to the course 
which prices will take; for, though stocks 
in the hands of the world’s manufacturers 
ate believed to be low, buyers may restrict 
their operations should there be any 
appreciable advance in the market. 


The Channel Swim. 


Weather conditions having changed for 
the better, some rays of hope have been 
brought to the patient band of aspirants 
awaiting a chance to try conclusions with 
the Channel. Wednesday probably will 
be the earliest possible day for an 
attempt. Thirteen people in all are ready 
to take the water—four men and nine 
women, including the thirteen-vear-old 
American girl twins.
